certain members of the AA-1 net to the Vienna area caused a significant drop in 
subsequent periods. The proposal to use SLAG a s a trainer for bi-lingiial Hungarian 
Slovkks was disapproved by headquarters* * 'Ihis. decision was relayed to GR0SS3AHH, j 
who performed the nasty job of firing SLAG without a murmur. 

2) A serious development in the gROSSBAHN case came to our attention 
during- this period with the allegations by GIRJESOME 201 that CC-2 was reporting 

on GROSSBAKR 1 s activities to the noted fabricator Willi HOETBL.’ Further details • 
on this bothersome matter have been reported separately and will be summarized 
in future progress reports. '

At Headquarters* request s alzburg ^ase attempted to mount, primarily 
through GROSSBAHtT, temporary OS coverage of the Salzbufg area ’which worked very 
smoothly and inconspicuously. 2AHDRAC andWID3M2R were spotted quickly uppn arrival 
quid through a bit of good luck we .did achieve contact with them through the person 
of vpjnes Hodgson of 0-2, IB..' Although S&jLzburg's proposals for delving deeper into 
the proposed operation to free Oatis were vetoed by Headquarters, we believe through. 
Judicious use of GROSSBAHPs police contact (PP-l) and our own staff resources, we wc 
were, in a very advantage6 us nositidn to biAke ah Aggressive, secure follow-up in 
this case.
